Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session. 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 


(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
= the Clerk of the House the sum of 

300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 
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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the causes of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10%4 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters.

A By-law of the City of Prince George 
to Acquire Perpetual Rights-of-way 
and Working Rights-of-way by Ex- 
propriation for the Use of the City 
of Prince George in the Construction 
and Operation of Sanitary Sewage 
Works 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the City of Prince George is by “Core 
Specified Area Sewer Loan Authorization 
By-Law No. 3211, 1978” authorized and 
empowered to construct, extend, operate, 
and maintain sanitary sewage works for 
the benefit of the inhabitants of the mu- 
nicipality and to acquire perpetual rights- 
of-way upon, over, under, and across, 
and working rights-of-way, upon, over, 
and across, certain real property for that 
purpose: 

And whereas for the establishment of 
a system of sanitary sewage works for the 
collection, conveyance, and disposal of 
sewage, it is necessary and convenient to 
acquire the perpetual rights-of-way upon, 
over, under, and across, and the working 
rights-of-way upon, over, and hereinafter 
described: 

And whereas the Municipal Council of 
the City of Prince George deems it expe- 
dient to acquire the rights-of-way as 
aforesaid by by-law, pursuant to section 
531 (4) of the Municipal Act, R.S.B.C. 
1960, chapter 255, and amendments 
thereto: 

Now, therefore the Municipal Council 
of the City of Prince George in open 
meeting assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. Pursuant to section 531 (4) and 
subject to Division (4) of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act, R.S.B.C. 1960, chapter 
225, and amendments thereto, the Mu- 
nicipal Council of the City of Prince 
George is hereby authorized by its serv- 
ants to enter upon, and the Council does 
hereby expropriate, break up, take, and 
enter into possession of and use for the 
purposes aforesaid perpetual rights-of- 
way and working rights-of-way in the 
form hereunto annexed and made part of 
this by-law, for the establishment of a 
system of sanitary sewage works for the 
collection, conveyance, and disposal of 
sewage in the City of Prince George the 
following described lands and premises: 
As a perpetual right-of-way, that part of 
Lots 1 and 2, District 745, Cariboo Dis- 
trict, Plan 17833, shown outlined in red 
on Right-of-way Plan 24298, a copy of 


which is attached hereto 
of this by-law. eto and forms part 


2. This by-law shall not come into 
effect until it has been published in The 





May 31, 1979 





British Columbia Gazette and once in 
the newspaper published or circulated in 
the City of Prince George and a certified 
copy thereof has been filed in the Land 
Registry Office in the City of Prince 
George. 

3. This by-law may be cited for all 
purposes as “Core Specified Area Sani- 
tary Sewage Works Right-of-way Expro- 
priation By-Law No. 3430, 1979”.

1.1 Grant, convey, confirm, and transfer, in 
perpetuity, unto the Grantee the full, free, and 
uninterrupted right, liberty, privilege, permission, 
and right-of-way to lay down, install, construct, 
entrench, operate, maintain, inspect, alter, re- 
moye, replace, bury, use, and otherwise estab- 
lish one or more systems of sewerage works for 
the collection, conveyance, and disposal of 
sewage, Or one or more systems of drainage-

2.0 THE GRANTOR HEREBY COVE- 
NANTS TO AND AGREES WITH THE 
GRANTEE, as follows: 

2.1. That the Grantor will not, nor permit any 
Other person to erect, place, install, or maintain 
any building, structure, mobile home, concrete 
driveway or patio, pipe, wire, or other conduit 
on, over, or under any portion of the Perpetual 
Right-of-way so that it in any way interferes with 
or damages or prevents access to, or is likely to 
cause harm to the systems authorized hereby to 
be installed in, upon, over, under, or across the 
Perpetual Right-of-way.

2.3. That the Grantor will not substantially 
diminish the soil cover over any of the systems 
installed in the Perpetual Right-of-way, and in 
particular, without in any way limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, will not construct 
open drains or ditches along or across any of 
the systems installed in the Perpetual Right-of- 
way. 

2.4 That the Grantor will from time to time 
and at all times upon every reasonable request 
and at the cost of the Grantee do and execute 
or cause to be made, done, or executed all such 
further and other lawful acts, deeds, things, de- 
vices, conveyances, and assurances in law or 
otherwise whatsoever for the better assuring unto 
the Grantee of the rights hereby granted. 

3.0 THE GRANTEE HEREBY COVE- 
NANTS TO AND AGREES WITH THE 
GRANTOR, as follows: 

3.1 That the Grantee will not bury any debris 
or rubbish of any kind in excavations or back- 
fill, and will remove shoring and like temporary 
Structures as backfilling proceeds. 

3.2 That the Grantee will thoroughly clean 
all lands to which it has had access hereunder 
of all rubbish and construction debris created 
or placed thereon by the Grantee.

4.0 THE PARTIES HERETO EACH HERE-

4.1 The said systems referred to in paragraph 
1.1 above, together with all pipes, pumps, valves, 
conduits, casings, fittings, lines, meters, appli- 
ances, attachments, or devices used in connection 
therewith shall constitute the “Works” (and are 
hereinbefore and hereinafter so described). 


4.2 Notwithstanding any rule of law or equity
